Purchase  Tax 

SOME  REGULATIONS  REDRAFTED 

FRESH  purchase  tax  regulations  (pub- 
lished as  S.I.,  1965,  No.  1050)  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  Is.  3d.),  are  to 
come  into  operation  on  July  1.  The 
new  regulations,  which  replace  regula- 


tions of  1945,  are  concerned  generally 
with  the  administration  and  collection 
of  the  tax.  They  refer  in  particular  to 
such  matters  as  registration  for  tax, 
the  making  of  representations  by  regis- 
tered persons  acquiring  goods  tax-free 
for  use  as  stock  or  materials,  the  fur- 
nishing of  returns  of  tax,  payment  of 
tax  and  recovery  by  distress  of  unpaid 
tax. 

International  Travel 

NEW  HEALTH  REGULATIONS 

NEW  measures  concerning  smallpox, 
yellow  fever  and  malaria  have  been 
recommended  for  inclusion  in  the  Inter- 
national Sanitary  Regulations  governing 
international  trade  and  travel.  Resolu- 
tions adopted  by  the  committee  on  pro- 
gramme and  budget  of  the  eighteenth 
World  Health  Assembly  in  Geneva  are 
being  submitted  at  a  forthcoming  plen- 
ary session.  The  Committee  recom- 
mended that,  from  January  1,  1967, 
smallpox  vaccination  for  international 
certificates  should  be  made  only  with 
a  product  certified  to  fulfil  W.H.O.  re- 
quirements. In  addition,  the  origin  and 
batch  number  of  the  vaccine  used 
should  appear  on  the  certificate.  Start- 
ing immediately,  the  validity  of  the 
yellow  fever  vaccination  certificate  is 
extended  from  six  to  ten  years.  The 
proposals  affecting  malaria  are  designed 
to  protect  countries  that  have  eradi- 
cated the  disease  but  where  carrier 
mosquitoes  still  exist.  The  new  article 
specifies  that  ships  or  aircraft  leaving 
countries  where  malaria  is  present  must 
be  sprayed  with  insecticides  under  the 
control  of  the  health  authority.

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Cost  of  Drugs 

B.B.C.  INQUIRY  PROGRAMME 

UNDER  the  title  "Pills,  Patients  and 
Profits,"  Mr.  L.  Smith  conducted  an 
"  inquiry  into  some  aspects  of  the  drug 
industry  "  on  the  B.B.C.  Home  Service 
on  May  14.  Topics  discussed  included 
drug  toxicity,  financing  of  research, 
advertising,  and  the  role  of  medical 
representatives.  Among  persons  inter- 
viewed were  Sir  Derrick  Dunlop  (chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Safety  of 
Drugs),  Dr.  F.  Hartley  (dean  of  the 
school  of  pharmacy,  University  of 
London)  and  Mr.  S.  Howard  (president 
of  the  Association  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Industry).  Stress  was  laid  on 
the  stimulus  provided  by  competition 
in  the  development  of  new  drugs, 
though  one  industrial  contributor 
thought  that  a  few  gaps  in  the  research 
effort  (where  there  would  be  little  sale 
for  any  resultant  product)  might  be 
covered  from  other  sources.  Opposing 
views  on  the  value  of  representatives 
were  given  by  two  doctors.  One  wel- 
comed the  information  they  brought. 
Another,  who  said  he  did  not  read 
mailed  advertisements  or  see  travellers, 
held  that  representatives  were  not  pro- 
fessional men,  but  were  stimulated  by 
"  wanting  to  make  money,"  and  it  was 
not  for  somebody  with  no  medical 
training  to  say  which  of  two  products 
was  the  better  to  prescribe.  In  a  sum- 
ming up  Mr.  Smith  put  the  life-saving 
aspects  of  drugs  in  the  industry's  fav- 
our, pointing  out  that  only  one  sub- 
stance in  every  300,000  investigated 
ever  became  marketable,  while  6-10  per 
cent,  of  drugs  become  obsolete  each 
year. 

Drug  Inspection 

ANALYST  CALLS  FOR  NEW  LEGISLATION 

THOUGH  drugs  were  now  controlled 
at  the  point  of  sale,  modern  conditions 
demanded  extra  sampling  and  inspec- 
tion at  various  points  in  the  chain 
between  production  and  consumption, 
said  Mr.  F.  A.  Lyne  (secretary,  Asso- 
ciation of  Public  Analysts)  at  the  Asso- 
ciation's annual  meeting  in  Portsmouth 
on  May  15.  That  would  require  new 
legislation  and  inspectors  who  had  a 
knowledge  of  drugs  and  their  manu- 
facture. "  At  present,  public  analysts' 
laboratories  are  the  only  ones  outside 
.  the  pharmaceutical  industry  with  the 
experience  and  equipment  to  deal  with 
the  wide  range  of  drugs  available." 
The  speaker  expressed  concern  lest 
resistant  strains  of  bacteria  might  be 
caused  by  antibiotics  present  in  milk. 
Farmers  were  being  dissuaded  from 
marketing  milk  from  cows  that  had 
received  antibiotics  until  the  antibiotic 
had  been  shown  to  have  disappeared. 

Assistants'  Training 

BOARD'S  OFFICERS  AND  PLANS 

AT  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy  Assis- 
tants' Training  Board  (see  C.  &  D., 
May  15,  p.  509)  held  in  London  re- 
cently, Mr.  H.  B.  Coulson  was  elected 
Chairman  and  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  was 
elected  Treasurer  for  the  year.  The 
Board  heard  a  report  by  the  secretary 
(Mr.  E.  J.  Downing)  on  correspon- 
dence with  the  secretaries  of  the  Union 
of  Shop,  Distributive  and  Allied  Wor- 


kers and  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists, 
which  had  been  invited  to  send  obser- 
vers to  the  Board's  meetings,  and  con- 
sidered how  activities  would  be  financed 
initially  and  what  staff  and  accommo- 
dation would  be  needed.  The  secretary 
was  asked  to  indicate  to  the  Retail 
Trades'  Education  Council  that  the 
Board  would  wish  to  be  considered  as 
a  supporting  organisation.  Arrange- 
ments were  made  for  a  working  com- 
mittee to  consider  in  principle  the 
preparation  of  materials  for  the  course 
and  examination.  The  Board  approved 
terms  of  a  letter  to  be  sent  to  the  regis- 
trar of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  out- 
lining details  of  the  scheme  of  training 
which  the  Board  had  approved  in  prin- 
ciple so  that,  subject  to  Council  appro- 
val and  adoption  of  a  motion  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Society's  annual  meet- 
ing, the  Society  could  become  a  full 
member  of  the  Board. 

Preventing  Drug  Misuse 

SUCCESS  OF  CHELTENHAM  CAMPAIGN 

MORE  than  18,000  tablets  and  cap- 
sules, plus  injections,  drops  and  other 
unwanted  medicines,  were  collected  by 
Cheltenham  pharmacists  during  a  re- 
cent "  misuses  of  drugs  "  recovery  cam- 
paign week.  The  campaign,  purpose  of 
which  was  to  urge  the  public  to  return 
unwanted  drugs,  was  organised  jointly 
by  the  Cheltenham  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  Chelten- 
ham Home  and  Public  Safety  Commit- 
tee. Pharmacists  in  Tewkesbury,  Ciren- 
cester, Evesham  and  Winchcombe  also 
gave  support,  many  of  them  publicising 
the  campaign  with  special  window  dis- 
plays. 90  per  cent,  of  the  drugs  collec- 
ted were  classed  as  "  dangerous."  After 
having  been  put  on  display  they  will  be 
destroyed.  It  is  understood  that  the 
campaign  may  be  repeated  nationallly.

The  Society 
recommends  retailers  to  put  on  sale 
immediately  any  unmarked  packs,  so 
that  none  remain  when  the  new  legis- 
lation comes  into  effect  on  July  1.

Turnover  Tax 

STATEMENT  BY  MINISTER 

THE  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the 
Minister  for  Finance  (Mr.  James  Gib- 
bons) told  Dr.  John  O'Connell  (Labour) 
in  the  Dail  on  May  6  that  he  would 
not  remove  the  turnover  tax  from  medi- 
cines and  drugs  supplied  to  persons 
when  such  drugs  and  medicines  were 
supplied  on  doctors'  prescriptions.  Be- 
cause of  the  nature  of  the  tax  it  was  not 
feasible  to  single  out  particular  retai" 
sales  for  special  treatment.  On  April  2j 
the  Minister  for  Health  (Mr.  D.  T 
O'Malley)  told  Mr.  Sean  Treacy  Q 
bour)  that  he  had  directed  his  Dep  .- 
ment  to  proceed  urgently  with  an 
examination  of  the  practical  details  of 
the  promised  improvement  in  the 
Health  Services  referred  to  some  time 
ago  by  the  Taoiseach.  He  was  also 
having  a  comprehensive  review  made  of 
the  entire  health  services  and  would 
make  an  announcement  so  soon  as  the 
review  had  been  completed.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Feet 

One  can  recall  without  effort  examples  of  the  inspiration  found  by 
generations  of  poets  in  eyes,  even  in  eyebrows.  Hands  and  lips,  also, 
have  had  their  praises  sung,  but  offhand  I  cannot  think  of  a  single 
instance  of  feet  arousing  the  passions  of  the  poet.  Yet  they  have  been 
the  subject  of  several  pages  of  prose  in  your  issue  of  last  week,  and 
the  message  conveyed  could  not  have  come  at  a  more  appropriate  time, 
for  the  sudden  arrival  of  a  warm  spell  of  weather  has  disclosed,  if  I  may 
be  permitted  the  metaphor,  the  Achilles  heel  in  those  who  suffer  by,  with, 
or  from  their  feet.  There  must  be  many,  in  such  conditions,  who  ques- 
tion the  wisdom  of  their  prehistoric  ancestors,  who  first  hit  on  the  idea 
of  abandoning  all-fours  as  a  means  of  locomotion,  with  a  passing  reflec- 
tion on  the  genius  who  invented  foot  covering.  One  has  only  to  observe 
the  foot  of  a  baby  and  to  compare  its  perfection  with  the  grotesque 
extremity  produced  by  years  of  conforming  to  civilised  practice  and 
fashion.  There  is  much  that  the  pharmacist  has  to  offer  to  relieve  the 
sufferer,  as  your  specialised  articles  illustrate,  and  he  also  has  the  merit 
of  possessing  heartfelt  sympathy,  for  he,  in  his  daily  task,  demands  more 
of  his  feet  than  they  have  any  right  to  expect.  As  a  majestic  constable 
with  fallen  arches  said  to  me :  "  Us  policemen  depends  entirely  on  our 
feet."  Despite  the  ambiguity,  I  respected  the  sentiments. 

Continuous  threads 

There  is  ground  for  pride  in  reaching  the  250th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  a  firm,  and  it  was  fitting  that  the  event  should  have  been 
properly  celebrated  by  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  in  London  a  week  or 
two  ago  (p.  489).  That  descendants  of  those  who  established  the  business 
should  have  been  present — and,  moreover,  still  actively  interested  in  phar- 
macy— is  truly  remarkable.  For  those  who  would  like  a  detailed  account 
of  the  history  of  the  undertaking,  the  story  is  to  be  found  in  "Through 
a  City  Archway,"  largely  the  work  of  the  late  E.  C.  Cripps.  The  anni- 
versary occasion  would  have  given  him  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction, 
for  his  interest  in  the  history  of  the  company,  and  of  pharmacy  generally, 
was  profound.  Another  item  of  news  on  p.  490,  whilst  also  recording 
"  continuous  threads "  is  less  happy  in  its  message,  for  it  records  the 
melancholy  tidings  that  a  pharmacy  in  Banff,  Scotland,  has  been  closed 
because  of  the  retirement  of  its  owner,  Mr.  A.  J.  M.  Ellis.  The  phar- 
macy had  been  founded  in  1839 — two  years  before  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  came  into  existence — by  Bartlett  Ellis,  grandfather  of  the  pre- 
sent Mr.  Ellis.  In  the  midst  of  the  historical  rejoicing  in  London,  I  hope 
that  a  thought  will  be  spared  for  the  grandson  who  has  completed  a 
family  connection  of  126  years  of  service. 

Council  meeting 

The  report  of  the  May  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  (pp.  493-94)  contains  one  or  two  points  of  interest.  The  first  I 
would  mention  is  that  it  marked  the  departure  from  the  Council  table 
of  Mr.  T.  Heseltine,  who  has  given  energetic  service  for  a  period  of 
twenty-one  years,  during  which  he  became  president  of  the  Society. 
"  Tiny  "  will  be  missed  at  Bloomsbury  Square,  where  his  humanity  was 
manifest  in  his  unremitting  work  for  the  Benevolent  Fund.  From  another 
paragraph  it  seems  we  of  the  generation  that  was  brought  up  on  such 
homely  measures  as  pints,  quarts,  and  gallons,  and  who  have  learned 
to  think  in  terms  of  litres,  have  now  to  spur  ourselves  to  further  effort. 
The  litre,  we  are  informed,  is  now  to  be  a  "  trivial "  name,  to  be  replaced 
officially  by  the  cubic  decimetre.  So  we  progress.  Despite  our  advancing 
years,  we  are  young  enough  to  have  learned  something  of  the  metric 
system  in  our  now  distant  schooldays,  when  we  were  taught  something 
about  cubic  centimetres.  With  considerable  adaptibility  we  dropped  that 
and  used  the  expression  "  mils  "  when  we  were  on  our  guard.  "  Mils  "  are 
now  to  be  called — almost  as  by  a  throw  of  the  dice — cubic  centimetres.

IN  a  week-end  that  included  the  hottest 
May  day  for  twelve  years  (the  tempera- 
tures topping  28°C.,  or  82°F.),  sixty 
French  and  ninety  British  delegates 
journeyed  to  Torquay  for  the  thirteenth 
Franco-British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
gress, May  14-16.  Conditions  for  the 
French  party,  who  travelled  by  air  to 
Exeter,  were  aggravated  by  their  having 
been  held  up  at  Orly  airport  in  Paris 
for  something  like  two  hours.  Special 
arrangements  had  to  be  made  to  drive 
them  direct  to  Torre  Abbey  Mansion 
House  where,  accompanied  by  Sir  Hugh 
Linstead,  they  were  immediately  intro- 
duced to  the  mayor  and  mayoress  (Al- 
derman and  Mrs.  R.  P.  Williams),  to 
the  deputy  mayor  and  to  their  British 
confreres  about  one  hour  after  touching 
down  at  Exeter  twenty-five  miles  away. 

Opening  Session 

The  mayor  also  attended  the  opening 
session  of  the  Congress,  held  the  follow- 
ing morning.  On  the  platform  were  Dr. 
G.  Viala  (secretary,  French  section), 
Sir  Hugh  Linstead  (secretary,  British 
section),  Messrs.  N.  Herdman  (Congress 
chairman),  J.  Hourticq  (Conseiller 
d'Etat),  Prof.  M.  Guillot  (professor  at 
the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy,  Paris)  and 
Mr.  F.  Arnal  (president,  council  of  the 
Ordre  National  des  Pharmaciens). 

The  Mayor  said  he  was  delighted  to 
welcome  the  congressists  on  behalf  of 
the  Corporation.  One  of  the  main  in- 
terests was  to  promote  understanding 
of  one  anothers'  points  of  view,  and  he 
paid  tribute  to  the  arrangements  for 
family  visits  between  children  of  British

and  French  pharmacists.  His  own  chil- 
dren had  greatly  benefited  by  similar 
arrangements. 

Mr.  Hourticq  presided  at  the  remain- 
der of  the  morning's  session,  at  which 
Dr.  M.  P.  Earles  (senior  lecturer  in 
pharmaceutics,  School  of  Pharmacy, 
Chelsea  College  of  Science  and  Tech- 
nology), emphasised  points  in  an 
address  that  had  been  circulated  in  ad- 
vance. The  following  is  an  abstract: 

Liberal  Studies  and  the  Pharmacist 

OUR  object  is  to  provide  a  liberal 
education  that  will  prepare  a  man  or 
woman  to  be  competent  in  a  profes- 
sional field  and  a  responsible  member 
of  society.  A  liberal  education  incul- 
cates the  habits  of  reflection  and  free 
inquiry.  It  is  designed  to  sharpen  the 
critical  faculties  and  to  cultivate  intelli- 


gent attitudes  to  the  problems  of  every- 
day life,  particularly  those  involving 
human  relationships.  To  maintain  a 
liberal  approach  throughout  the  whole 
course  of  study  is  essential.  To  believe 
the  addition  of  optional  cultural 
studies  sufficient  to  "  liberalise "  a 
scientific  or  technological  course  of 
study  is  misguided.  We  must  avoid 
undue  emphasis  on  factual  knowledge 
to  the  detriment  of  ideas  and  their  free 
expression. 

In  the  past,  most  British  schools  of 
pharmacy  have  been  isolated  from  the 
humanities.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
century  most  schools  were  either  private 
schools  devoted  to  training  for  pharma- 
ceutical examinations  or  departments  in 
institutions  devoted  exclusively  to 
technical  education.  Fortunately  the 
situation  has  changed.  Out  of  the 
seventeen  schools  now  in  Britain,  five 
are  in  Universities  and  five  are  Colleges 
of  Advanced  Technology  which  are 
about  to  become  technological  univer- 
sities. The  latter  have  liberal  studies 
departments  which  are  developing  into 
departments  specialising  in  the  non- 
scientific  disciplines.  Thus  many  more 
pharmacy  students  are  benefiting  from 
the  broadening  scope  of  the  institution 
of  which  their  school  of  pharmacy  is  a 
constituent  part. 

It  has  become  traditional  in  Britain 
and  elsewhere  to  describe  the  pharma- 
ceutical curriculum  as  overcrowded, 
the  excuse  being  the  rapid  developments 
in  therapeutics  and  pharmaceutical 
science  in  recent  years.  Assuming  that 
time  is  available  for  non-vocational 
subjects,  the  question  arises  what  sub- 
jects? Merely  to  provide  optional  sub- 
jects (history,  literature,  fine  arts)  seems 
too  narrow  an  approach.  The  depart- 
ment at  Chelsea  proposes  an  introduc- 
tory course  of  modern  cultural  studies 
based  on  the  idea  that  a  student  should 
be  introduced  to  a  new  area  of  experi- 
ence from  one  that  is  already  familiar. 
Discussions  on  topics  such  as  television, 
cinema,  theatre  inevitably  raise  ques- 


tions of  standards  and  techniques,  lead- 
ing in  turn  to  further  discussions  on 
the  problems  of  the  artist,  his  place  in 
society  and  the  meaning  of  that  much 
misused  word  "  culture."  After  such  a 
course  the  student,  it  is  hoped,  is  in  a 
better  position  to  decide  which  of  the 
optional  subjects  he  wishes  to  study 
further. 

The  pharmacist  applies  himself  to 
work  that  contributes  to  the  welfare  of 
his  community.  His  choice  of  career, 
has  already  demonstrated  an  element  of 
social  consciousness.  The  professional 
man  must  be  as  capable  of  making  in- 
telligent judgments  on  social  problems 
(population,  automation,  education)  as 
on  scientific  problems. 

The  particular  problems  of  our  own 
calling  are  best  dealt  with  in  a  study  of 
the  history  of  pharmacy  and  phar- 
maceutical sciences.  Through  it  the 
student  comes  to  a  greater  under- 
standing of  the  relations  between  the 
pharmacy  and  other  professions,  and 
why  it  has  developed  along  different 
lines  in  the  various  countries.  He  be- 
comes able  to  relate  pharmaceutical 
science  to  the  pure  sciences  and  medi- 
cine. He  is  led  to  consider  such  prob- 
lems as  the  influence  of  State  medicine 
on  pharmacy  and  changes  in  practice 
brought  about  by  advances  in  thera- 
peutics. 

Professor  Guillot's  paper,  of  which 
the  following  is  an  abstract,  had  also 
been  circulated. 

General  Culture  and  Pharmacy 

The  term  general  culture  can  have 
two  very  different  meanings,  the  first 
implying  literary  and  philosophical  cul- 
ture (one  says  a  man  is  "  cultivated " 
when  he  has  a  certain  acquamtance  with 
classical  literature,  theories  of  ethics 
and  the  human  sciences  in  general). 
The  second  involving  a  comprehensive 
knowledge  of  science.  Whatever  the 
training  a  man  has  had  and  whatever 
his  sphere  of  professional  activity,  he 
has  more  or  less  always  to  embark  on 
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;ome  specialist  activity  in  the  technical 
>r  scientific  fields. 

The  pharmacist,  called  upon  to  fulfil 
i  technical  task  on  the  one  hand  and 
m  the  other  to  play  a  role  as  health 
idviser,  cannot  respond  fully  unless  he 
las  a  wide  general  culture  of  both 
cinds. 

What  is  considered  the  wise  solu- 
tion to  a  problem  in  the  health  field 
in  one  era  becomes  inadequate  in 
another.  Not  only  the  basic  scientific 
culture  of  someone  specialising  in 
tiealth  matters  but  also  his  current 
knowledge  must  be  as  wide  as  possible 
and  must  embrace  the  latest  ideas.  One 
last  domain  with  which  the  pharmacist 
has  a  professional  obligation  to  be  fami- 
liar is  to  legislation  and  ethics.  In  no 
other  profession  are  laws  and  regulations 
so  numerous,  detailed  and  peremptory. 
This  requires  flexibility  of  mind  and  an 
exact  book  knowledge  of  the  law,  at 
least  as  it  applies  to  certain  funda- 
mental situations. 

In  amplifying  his  address,  Professor 
Guillot  asked  what  the  student  needed 
to  be  taught  and  what  could  be  re- 
garded as  useless  knowledge.  That 
could  not  be  decided  today  because 
"  useless  knowledge  of  today  may  in  ten 
or  fifteen  years  become  useful."  One 
should  teach  broad  ideas  rather  than 
fixed  facts.  The  pharmacist,  to  gain  the 
confidence  of  the  sick  person,  must  be 
"  a  psychologist." 

Discussion 

Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset,  as  a  representa- 
tive of  Scotland,  drew  attention  to  the 
marked  difference  in  levels  of  Eaglish 
required  from  students  attending  Scot- 
tish universities  and  those  south  of  the 
border. 

Mr.  E.  Brocklehurst  wondered  if 
other  scientific  professions  had  suffered 
in  the  past  as  had  the  pharmaceutical. 
Most  pharmacists  knew  that  doctors 
confined  their  conversations  almost  en- 
tirely to  matters  of  medicine,  "  as  we 
in  pharmacy  talk  mainly  on  pharmacy." 
Preliminary  education  was  to  blame  by 
causing  children  to  specialise  too  soon. 
Would  it  not  be  beneficial  for  pharma- 
cists to  take  up  subjects  like  politics 
and  social  work? 

Mr.  R.  Morice  said  that  in  France  a 
certain  contradiction  was  being  experi- 
enced. At  school  there  was  a  large  field 
of  humanistic  studies,  but  on  entering 
pharmacy  the  interest  narrowed,  the 
student  having  to  spend  more  time  on 
scientific  studies.  He  saw  little  hope  of 
betterment  in  the  situation  in  the  future. 

Mr.  M.  Laurent  said  that  the  general 
standard  of  culture  of  the  French  phar- 
macist caused  no  problem.  What  was 
important  was  the  "  quality  of  the  mind 
of  the  professor." 

Colonel  Peronnet  said  the  speakers 
had  not  touched  on  the  military  phar- 
macist. Before  entering  as  an  officer,  the 
French  pharmacist  had  to  enter  a  com- 
petitive examination. 

Dr.  H.  S.  Bean  said  the  tendency  was 
to  consider  English  less  important  in 
those  subjects  in  which  symbols  were 
used  (for  example  mathematics).  In 
biological  studies  English  was  very 
necessary.  It  was  not  infrequent  to  get 
100  per  cent,  passes  in  subjects  like 
mathematics.  That  was  not  the  case  in 


subjects  in  which  English  was  required 
in  the  answers.  He  was  convinced  that 
as  many  people  failed  examinations  be- 
cause they  had  not  the  ability  to  express 
themselves  as  through  lack  of  know- 
lege  of  the  subject.  In  English  univer- 
sities where  they  were  teaching  liberal 
studies  there  was  a  tendency  to  put  all 
students  into  the  same  pigeon-hole.  That 
was  unfortunate  because,  after  qualify- 
ing, some  worked  in  teams  but  the  phar- 
macist usually  worked  on  his  own. 
Could  not  the  vast  resources  of  tele- 
vision help  more  in  general  education? 

Mr.  A.  Aldington  said  students'  lack 
of  command  of  their  mother  toneue 
indicated  that  the  education  in  English 
was  lacking  at  an  early  age.  It  should 
not  be  necessary  to  teach  the  subject  at 
university  level.  There  was  some  dis- 
advantage in  segregating  students  into 
common  rooms  according  to  studies. 
Association  of  students  with  others  from 
different  faculties  should  be  helpful. 

Mr.  L.  G.  Matthews  said  that  the 
discussion  had  tended  to  focus  on  stu- 
dents. The  pharmacist  having  gained 
his  diploma  had  "  to  begin  to  be  edu- 
cated for  life "  if  he  were  to  get  the 
best  out  of  it.  People  usually  became 
caught  up  in  some  activity  which  they 
liked  and  tended  to  develop  it. 

Mr.  Arnal  could  not  see  how  the 
student,  after  qualification,  was  to 
expand  and  "  break  into  the  wider 
fields  outside  his  culture  " — perhaps  by 
conferences  similar  to  or  longer  than 
that  being  held  that  day.  A  young  phar- 
macist must  prepare  himself  to  give  the 
right  picture  of  his  knowledge  to  the 
doctor.  He  must  persuade  the  doctor 
that  he  knew  his  job  so  that  the  doctor 
would  come  to  him  for  advice  on  drugs. 
The  note  to  be  struck  was  that  the 
profit  motive  should  be  put  second  to 
that  of  serving  the  sick. 

An  Appreciation  of  Culture 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead  said  that,  through 
university  student  clubs  and  societies, 
the  student  could  form  an  appreciation 
of  art,  mountain  climbing,  music,  etc., 
all  of  which  represented  culture.  Prob- 
ably all  that  could  be  done  at  a  uni- 
versity was  to  give  a  foretaste  of  things 
to  come.  The  post-graduate  student 
could  go  on  from  there.  Nobody  could 
study  pharmacy  without  accumulating 
culture,  and  there  was  no  point  in  fill- 
ing the  student  up  like  a  "  Strasburg 
goose."  His  advice  to  students  was  that 
there  were  more  important  things  in  life 
than  pharmacy."  Get  out  of  your  phar- 
macy as  much  as  possible." 

Professor  Guillot  did  not  agree 
that  the  pharmacist  could  "  stand  be- 
side the  doctor  as  adviser."  His  primary 
job  was  to  advise  the  public. 

Mr.  Hourticq  said  he  did  not  think 
culture  could  be  taught  to  students  ex- 
cept those  studying  such  vocations  as 
art,  dancing,  etc.  "  Culture  is  what  is 
left  when  you  have  forgotten  every- 
thing else.  We  learn  things  like  Latin 
and  philosophy  and  put  them  in  a 
drawer  to  be  opened  as  required." 

After  lunch  many  of  the  French  visi- 
tors were  taken  on  a  tour  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood. 

At  the  banquet  in  the  evemng  Mr. 
Morice  proposed  in  English  "  The 
Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Torquay." 


The  Chairman  (Mr.  Nicholas  Herd- 
man),  speaking  in  French,  said  that  all 
present  had  heard  with  pride  and  plea- 
sure of  the  great  honour  paid  by  the 
Queen  to  Mr.  Arnal  in  awarding  him  the 
O.B.E.  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  8,  p.  469).  Sir 
Hugh  had  represented  British  pharma- 
cists at  the  Paris  ceremony  and  had  car- 
ried with  him  "our  congratulations  and 
our  sincere  thanks  for  the  work  Mr. 
Arnal  has  carried  out  over  many  years 
for  the  joint  friendship  of  pharmacists 
in  our  two  countries."  Mr.  Herdman 
then  presented  Mr.  Arnal  with  a  minia-

ture  facsimile  of  the  gold  cross  of  Offi- 
cer of  the  Order  of  the  British  Empire 
which,  he  said,  was  offered  "  with  our 
gratitude,  affection  and  good  wishes." 
The  presentation  was  received  with 
acclamation,  all  present  singing  "  For 
he's  a  jolly  good  fellow." 

Replying,  Mr.  Arnal  said  he  would 
like  to  believe  that  his  decoration  had 
been  given  not  to  himself  but  to  the 
Franco-British  Pharmaceutical  Commis- 
sion. In  the  dark  days  of  the  war,  when 
he  had  been  in  the  secret  service,  "  I 
didn't  think  I  would  be  un  enfant  de 
votre  pays."  He  hoped  France  and 
Britain  would  work  hand  in  hand  to  a 
general  achievement  of  unity. 

On  Sunday  (May  16)  heavy  rain  in 
the  early  morning  had  ceased  by  the 
time  members  were  ready  to  depart  for 
the  all-day  coach  drive  of  Devon 
arranged  by  the  local  committee.  The 
ride,  which  covered  about  125  miles, 
took  in  the  National  Park  of  Dartmoor, 
Plymouth  and  Exeter.  At  Plymouth, 
where  lunch  was  taken,  officers  of  the 
Plymouth  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  met  the  coaches  and  at  Exeter 
(tea),  the  Royal  Devon  and  Exeter 
Branch  officers  conducted  parties  over 
Exeter  cathedral. 

Congress  members  were  guests  of  the 
Torquay  Branch  to  dinner  in  the  even- 
ing, when  Prof.  Guillot  expressed 
thanks  on  behalf  of  the  French  visitors, 
mentioning  in  particular  the  chairman 
(Mr.  T.  D.  Evans),  vice-chairman  (Mr. 
E.  J.  Bowerman),  local  congress  secre- 
tary (Mr.  A.  A.  Baker)  and  Branch 
social  secretary  (Mrs.  Baker).  On  behalf 
of  the  French  members  he  presented  a 
souvenir  book  on  "  Figures  Pharmaceu- 
tiques  Francaises." 

Mr.  Bowerman  replied.  Toast-master 
at  the  banquet,  and  at  dinner  on 
Sunday,  was  Mr.  A.  E.  Chapman. 
Behind  the  scenes  Mr.  H.  Holmes 
(chairman  of  the  Branch  when  the  first 
post-war  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference was  held  at  Torquay  in  1947) 
also  lent  much  help. 
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IN  PARLIAMENT 

IN  an  adjournment  debate  on  May  14, 
Mr.  N.  Dodds  raised  the  question  of 
inertia  selling,  and  spoke  of  two  firms, 
Vitasafe  Plan  (England)  and  the  Concert 
Hall  Record  Club  which  were  really, 
he  said,  one  firm  under  two  different 
names.  The  firms  used  a  mail  order 
technique.  The  public  were  invited  by 
advertisements  to  fill  in  an  original 
order  coupon  for  records  or  pills  to  be 
sent  and  they  were  delivered  through 
the  letter  box.  The  prospective  custo- 
mer became  a  regular  customer  until 
he  filled  in  cards  saying  he  did  not 
want  any  more.  If  he  did  not  fill  in 
the  cards  he  must  take  the  trouble  to 
pack  and  return  further  supplies  or  he 
was  charged  for  them.  The  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  giving  its  opinion,  said 
Mr.  Dodds,  said  that  so  far  as  it  was 
aware  no  member  company  was  respon- 
sible for  the  marketing  of  Vitasafe 
preparations  and  that  if  a  pharmacist 
were  to  resort  to  that  reprehensible 
form  of  advertising  their  Statutory 
Committee  would  consider  taking  disci- 
plinary action.  He  had  letters  to  show 
that  there  was  some  suspicion  that 
the  advertisers  were  obtaining  the 
names  of  people  who  were  being 
treated  under  the  Health  Service.  One 
letter  had  been  addressed  to  a  man 
in  "Ward  19"  at  a  hospital. 

Mr.  G.  Darling  (Minister  of  State, 
Board  of  Trade),  replied  that  people 
receiving  unsolicited  goods  through 
the  post  were  not  called  on  to  pay  for 
them.  They  could  keep  them  [until 
called  for].  They  were  under  no  obli- 
gation to  involve  themselves  in  any 
expense.  Certainly  many  people  who 
had  written  for  those  free  introductory 
offers  did  not  appreciate  that  if  they 
did  not  send  the  card  back  they  were 
going  to  go  through  all  this  business 
of  having  the  records,  or  vitamin  pills, 
sent  on  to  them  month  by  month  with 
requests  for  payments  coming  in.  A 
system  which  lent  itself  to  such  mis- 
takes and  caused  worry  and  trouble 
ought  to  be  tightened  very  considerably. 
He  understood,  he  said,  that  the  adver- 
tising industry  shared  the  view  that 
that  method  of  advertising  was  unde- 
sirable and  that  the  responsible  body 
would  be  making  its  views  generally 
known  as  soon  as  possible.  He  under- 
stood that  it  recommended  to  its  mem- 
bers in  December  that  advertisements 
should  not  be  accepted  from  com- 
panies using  this  type  of  trading 
method.  This  recommendation  had 
been  generally  adopted.  Speaking  of 
the  Vitasafe  Plan,  Mr.  Darling  said 
that  the  problem  raised  by  Mr.  Dodds 
was  one  which  he  would  like  to  look 
at  in  conjunction  with  the  Minister 
of  Health.  "  I  think  that  Section  6 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  gives 
sufficient  legal  protection  against  mis- 
leading advertisements,  if  the  adver- 
tisements are  in  fact  misleading." 

World  Health  Research  Centre 

Mr.  A.  Crosland  (Secretary  of  State 
for  Education  and  Science),  told  Mr. 
T.  Fletcher  in  a  written  reply  on  May 
13  that  the  Government  had  accepted 
recommendations  for  participation  in  a 
proposed     World     Health  Research 


Centre  to  the  extent  of  carrying  out 
(1)  research  on  epidemiology  and  (2) 
research  in  communications  science  re- 
lated to  medicine  provided  that  "  the 
activities  were  pursued  on  a  reasonable 
scale  and  carried  out  in  close  associa- 
tion with  relevant  work  of  the  World 
Health  Organisation  in  Geneva." 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Patent  Infringement  Alleged 

Allegations  of  infringements  of  an 
American  patent  in  the  manufacture 
of  stainless  steel  razor  blades  were 
made  in  a  petition  before  Lord 
Cameron  in  the  Court  of  Session  at 
Edinburgh  on  May  18. 

The  petition  was  brought  by  Gillette, 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  and  its  British 
counterpart  (Gillette  Industries,  Ltd., 
Isleworth,  Middlesex),  for  an  order  to 
prohibit  Perma-Sharp,  Ltd.,  East  Kil- 
bride; Clonarf,  Ltd.,  London  and  East 
Kilbride;  and  Razor  Blade  Consultants, 
Ltd.,  East  Kilbride,  infringing  a  patent 
for  specially  treated  stainless  blades. 
The  petitioners  believe  the  three  com- 
panies carry  on  business  individually 
and  in  conjunction  with  one  another 
for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  blades 
sold  under  the  names  Perma-Sharp  and 
Sheffield,  which,  it  claims,  infringes 
their  patent.  It  also  claims  the  method 
of  manufacture  infringes  the  patent. 
The  three  companies  allege  that  the 
patent  is  invalid.  The  alleged  invention 
did  not  involve  any  inventive  step, 
having  regard  to  what  was  known  and 
used  in  the  U.K.  before  the  priority 
date  of  the  claim  (December  3,  1959). 
The  case  was  adjourned  for  a  month 
to  allow  the  three  firms  to  specify 
their  claim  more  fully.

The  managing  director  of  G.E.M. 
Supercentres  (Europe),  Ltd.  (Mr. 
James  G.  Kahal)  had  said  that  his 
company  is  willing  to  provide  "  reason- 
able physical  boundaries  "  to  the  con- 
cession provided  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  demands  are  not  greater  than 
those  imposed  on  other  pharmaceutical 
departments  in  large  stores.  Some  time 
ago,  said  Mr.  Kahal,  he  had  sub- 
mitted architect's  drawings  "  prepared 
with  the  Society's  ethical  standards  in 
mind."  He  had  not  been  invited  to 
meet  officials  of  the  Society  to  discuss 
the  plans.  The  Crossgates'  supercentre, 
unlike  that  at  Nottingham,  is  on  two 
floors,  and  the  selling  areas  are  sub- 
divided into  smaller  areas  by  walls  and 
large  fitments.  The  area  devoted  to 
"  Medicinals,  Cosmetics  and  Toiletries  " 
is  in  a  bay  with  three  boundary  walls, 
the  fourth  boundary  being  along  a 
wide  aisle  between  the  concession  and 


its  neighbour,  the  grocery  and  food 
department.  Within  the  concession  an 
attempt  has  been  made  to  provide  a 
separate  area  for  the  sale  of  medicinal 
products.

DRUG  SAFETY  EXHIBITION 

Formal  opening  in  London 


THE  Pharmaceutical  Society's  exhibi- 
tion "  Medicines  —  With  Care  "  (see 
C.  &  £>.,  May  15,  p.  486)  was  given  an 
official  opening  on  May  17  to  its 
London  showing.  The  opening  cere- 
mony was  performed  by  the  president 
of  the  Society  (Mr.  C.  W.  Maple- 
thorpe)  in  the  presence  of  representa- 
tives of  the  Association  of  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry,  Advertising 
Association,  British  Safety  Council, 
British  Standards  Institution,  City  of 
London  and  Metropolitan  Police,  Con- 
sumer Council,  Health  Visitors'  Asso- 
ciation, London  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee, Middlesex  Hospital,  Ministry  of 
Health,  National  Federation  of 
Women's  Institutes,  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union,  National  Union  of 
Teachers,  Proprietary  Association  of 
Great  Britain,  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association,  Queen's  Institute  of 
District  Nursing,  Royal  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Accidents,  Royal  College 
of  Nursing,  Women's  Group  on  Public 
Welfare  and  Townswomen's  Guilds. 
Mr.  Maplethorpe  said  the  occasion 
was  somewhat  historic,  the  exhibition 
being  the  first  the  Society  had 
undertaken  of  such  a  kind  and  on  such 
a  scale.  The  message  sought  to  exhort 
members  of  the  public  to  exercise  care 
when  handling  their  medicines.  In 
1961  there  had  been  over  27,000  ad- 
missions to  hospital  because  of  poison- 
ing from  drugs,  medicines,  household 
preparations,  and  so  on,  equivalent  to 
three  people  every  hour.  Children  were 
specially    vulnerable.    In    1958  4.100 


children  had  been  admitted  to  hospital 
in  England  and  Wales  because  of  acci- 
dental poisoning;  in  1961  7,000,  and 
an  extrapolated  figure  for  1964  was 
10,000.  Including  suicides  there  were  in 
1962 — the  last  year  for  which  statistics 
were  available — almost  as  many  deaths 
from  poisoning  as  from  road  traffic 
accidents,  but  whereas  there  had  been 
much  publicity  about  the  traffic  acci- 
dent figures  little  had  been  said  about 
the  statistics  of  poisoning.  That  situa- 
tion the  Society  was  attempting  to 
remedy  by  producing  the  exhibition 
and  sending  it  on  tour.  He  understood 
that  in  a  fortnight's  time  it  would  be 
staged  in  Sunderland,  then  Liverpool, 
Edinburgh  and  other  centres. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  had 
many  legal  duties  in  controlling  the 
sale  and  supply  of  medicines  and 
poisons,  and  clearly  the  Society  and 
its  individual  members  bore  heavy  re- 
sponsibilities as  the  number  of  potent 
drugs  increased.  Many  of  those  drugs 
were  specific  remedies,  and  active  in 
small  dosages.  New  information  on  old- 
established  drugs  sometimes  revealed 
hazards  not  previously  suspected.  When 
that  happened  the  public  must  be  given 
warnings  before  control  by  legislation 
could  be  introduced.  Pharmacists  gave 
such  advice,  but  in  the  final  analysis 
much  of  the  responsibility  must  rest 
with  the  parent  or  patient.  In  presenting 
the  exhibition  the  Society  hoped  to 
offer  certain  suggestions  so  that  those 
who  saw  it  would  in  future  handle  all 
their  medicines—  with  care.

thresholds  for  phenylthiourea  (PTC)  ir 
various  populations,  the  heredity  o' 
the  "  taster  status "  and  some  of  its 
associations  with  thyroid  disease.  Dr 
West's  contribution  showed  that,  if 
laboratory  rat  be  injected  with  dextra- 
or  egg  white  for  the  first  time,  it  de- 
velops after  a  short  time  a  swelling  o 
the  paws,  snout  and  genitalia.  Breeding 
experiments  on  some  rats  from  the 
Wistar  albino  colony  that  failed  t 
respond  in  that  way  have  shown  that 
the  insensitivity  is  a  recessive  autosomal 
character  inherited  independently  of 
various  fur  colour  genes.  The  positive 
anaphylactoid  reaction  is  similar  to 
various  stress  reactions,  and  the  injury 
is  more  severe  in  the  reactors  (sensi- 
tives) than  in  the  non-reactors.  Recog- 
nition of  the  diversity  of  effect  is  of 
practical  importance  for  the  testing 
of  drugs  and  for  therapy. 

Shell  Research,  Ltd.,  demonstrated 
the  results  of  attempts  to  exploit  the 
toxic  properties  of  Bacillus  thuringien- 
sis,  a  naturally  occurring  insect  patho- 
gen causing  a  highly  fatal  disease  in 
caterpillars  of  many  species  of  lepidop- 
tera.  Work  is  proceeding  on  the  nature 
and  mode  of  action  of  the  protein 
toxin  and  its  extraction  from  cultures. 
The  protein  is  highly  toxic  when  fed 
to  caterpillars,  but  has  no  harmful 
effects  on  higher  animals.  It  is  under 
investigation  as  a  possible  basis  for 
insecticidal  preparations. 

Workers  at  the  National  Institute 
for  Medical  Research,  University  Col- 
lege Hospital,  London,  and  T.E.M. 
Instruments,  Ltd.,  Crawley,  Sussex, 
jointly  showed  an  automatic  patient- 
monitoring  system  for  collecting  physio- 
logical data.  "  Automation  of  Clinical 
Chemistry  "  was  the  subject  of  an  ex- 
hibit from  University  College  Hospital, 
London,  and  Elliott  Medical  Automa- 
tion, Ltd.,  London.

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RESEARCH  INTO  RHEUMATISM 
Reports  on  fifty  projects 


OUT  fifty  research  projects  were 
anced  by  the  Arthritis  and  Rheuma- 
m  Council  during  1964,  at  a  total 
st  of  over  £114,000,  according  to  the 
uncil's  annual  report  recently  pub- 
hed.

mechanism  depending  on  competition 
by  the  drug  with  natural  substrates  of 
the  enzymes.  The  discovery  is  of  poten- 
tial importance  in  body  metabolism 
since  it  implies,  first  that  quite  low 
intracellular  concentrations  of  the  drug 
may  affect  glutamate  metabolism,  and 
secondly  that  there  could  be  quite  large 
disturbances  of  amino-acid  interconver- 
sion  mechanisms.  An  animo-acid  ana- 
lyser is  being  used  to  study  the  effects 
of  salicylates  and  other  antirheumatic 
drugs  on  the  amino-acid  composition 
of  animal  tissues.  Preliminary  results 
suggest  that  the  injection  of  salicylate 
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causes  substantial  changes  in  the 
amount  of  glutamate  and  alanine  in 
mammalian  liver,  and  it  is  proposed  to 
investigate  those  effects  in  more  detail. 

It  has  also  been  shown  that  salicylate 
inhibits  glutamate  decarboxylase,  the 
enzyme  responsible  for  the  conversion 
of  glutamate  to  y-aminobutyrate  in 
brain  tissue.  The  mechanism  of  inhibi- 
tion is  an  irreversible  combination  of 
the  drug  with  the  enzyme  protein,  pos- 
sibly explaining  certain  toxic  effects  of 
the  drug  in  salicylate  poisoning.  Salicy- 
late has  further  been  shown  to  inhibit 
certain  dehydrogenase  enzymes,  par- 
ticularly those  implicated  in  an  alterna- 
tive pathway — the  "  hexose  monophos- 
phate oxidative  pathway  "—of  glucose 
metabolism. 


N.H.S.  EXPLAINED  TO  AMERICANS 

How  U.S.  could  learn  from  British  problems 


THE  cost  of  persuading  doctors  to 
prescribe  National  Formulary  equiva- 
lents of  branded  proprietaries  may  well 
turn  out  to  cost  as  much  as  the  phar- 
maceutical industry  spends  on  circulars 
and  other  medical  sales  propaganda, 
according  to  Mr.  J.  W.  Jamison  (group 
managing  director,  Aspro-Nicholas, 
Ltd.),  and  he  believes  that  the  Govern- 
ment and  Civil  Service  are  beginning 
to  realise  that  fact. 

Mr.  Jamison  was  addressing  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Proprietary  Asso- 
ciation of  America  at  White  Sulphur 
Springs,  Virginia,  on  May  12  on 
"  Socialised  Medicine  in  Britain  and 
the  Proprietary  Medicine  Industry." 

After  outlining  the  evidence  leading 
up  to  and  since  the  formation  of  the 
National  Health  Service,  he  said, 
"what  started  up  as  an  idealistic  con- 
cept that  '  nothing  is  too  good  for  the 
health  of  the  individual '  is  now  being 
replaced  by  a  more  hard-headed  ap- 
proach '  only  what  is  necessary  for  the 
health  of  the  nation  '." 

Faced  with  the  ever-increasing  cost 
of  N.H.S.  (it  had  trebled  since  1948 


although  the  proportion  spent  on  drugs 
had  remained  constant — about  10  per 
cent,  of  the  total),  he  believed  that 
whatever  Government  was  in  power, 
it  could  be  relied  on  to  use  the  phar- 
maceutical manufacturer  as  the  "  whip- 
ping boy."  He  thought  there  were  four 
main  things  manufacturers  had  to  do. 
They  were:  More  effective  public  rela- 
tions work  by  the  advertised  proprie- 
tary industry;  handle  the  advertising 
with  more  delicacy  and  care;  use  the 
industry's  offices  to  bring  together  the 
often  conflicting  medical  interests  of 
the  Government,  the  medical  profes- 
sion, and  the  public  at  large;  and  to 
foster  sensible  home-medication. 

The  United  States  was  poised  on  the 
brink  of  introducing  a  health  service. 
What  form  would  it  take?  Will  the 
U.S.  government  see  the  terrific  cost 
factor  and  give  only  as  much  as  was 
necessary  to  the  patient  ?  If  so,  Mr. 
Jamison  told  his  listeners  that  their 
problems  were  likely  to  be  similar  to 
those  in  Britain.  "  Surely  it  is  every- 
body's right  to  be  free  from  the 
worry  of  the  cost  of  serious  illness." 


SELF-SELECTION  IN  COSMETICS 

Pros  and  cons  discussed  in  Dublin 


ADDRESSES  on  "Cosmetics  and  the 
Retail  Pharmacist '  were  given  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Irish  Chemists'  Cosmetics 
Association  at  a  meeting  in  Dublin  on 
April  21.  Speakers  were  Messrs.  A.  A. 
Toher,  M.P.S.I.,  Sligo,  and  Mr.  D. 
Harrington  (a  Dublin  economist). 

Mr.  Toher  said  that  a  large  counter 
was  unnecessary  in  a  modern  phar- 
macy. Once  the  public  had  experienced 
self -selection  in  other  shops  they  would 
never  go  back  to  the  "  old-fashioned, 
waiting-at-the-counter"  days.  Items  that, 
by  Statute,  must  not  be  displayed  on 
open  shelving  could  conveniently  be 
situated  behind  or  under  a  small  coun- 
ter. [Mr.  D.  J.  Kennelly  protested  that 
a  4-ft.  shelf  was  inadequate.] 

Pharmacists'  major  problems,  said 
Mr.  Toher,  were  competition  from 
other  outlets,  diminishing  profits,  in- 
creased operating  expenses  and  staff 
difficulties.  The  need  was  to  make  more 
efficient  use  of  space,  staff  and  capital. 
Customers  purchased  more  when  they 
saw  more,  so  fittings  should  be  arranged 
so  as  to  encourage  customers  to  cir- 


culate. Staff  should  advise  and  sell  only 
as  required  by  the  customer.  Goods 
wrapping  and  cash  registering  should  be 
conducted  near  the  exit. 

Progress  was  so  rapid  that  it  was  vital 
not  to  invest  too  much  money.  Fittings 
should  be  relatively  cheap,  adaptable, 
movable  and  adjustable.  Shelves  should 
be  dressed  with  items  to  attract  and 
arranged  strictly  by  departments,  so  that 
the  customer  could  see  what  was  avail- 
able. Indiscriminate  use  of  manufac- 
turers' units  led  to  lack  of  character  and 
individuality.  Space  should  be  allocated 
according  to  profitability.  Window  dis- 
plays should  be  low  to  attract  the  at- 
tention of  passers-by  to  the  interior  of 
the  shop. 

A  golden  rule  was  never  to  have 
more  than  ten  weeks'  stock  of  cosmetics 
on  hand.  Monthly  ordering  was  essen- 
tial, with  control  over  stocks.  "  Mini- 
mum orders "  were  incompatible  with 
efficient  stock  control.  "  Over-stocking 
should  not  be  engaged  in  just  to  facili- 
tate warehouse  staffs." 

Mr.  Harrington  said  that,  in  spite  of 
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supermarkets,  the  tendency  in  Great  Bri- 
tain— and  he  believed  it  would  apply  in 
the  Republic — was  for  the  small  man  to 
survive.  Eighty-two  per  cent,  of  shops  in 
the  Republic  were  run  by  sole  proprie- 
tors. The  optimum  of  production  meant 
that  there  was  a  line  beyond  which  the 
biggest  concerns  could  not  afford  to 
expand  economically.  Direct,  personal 
service  counted,  and  the  middle  man 
was  there  to  stay.  Taking  the  risk  of 
stock  obsolescence  and  bulk-breaking, 
he  justified  his  existence  economically. 
Collective  action  by  xetailers  would  in- 
fluence producers,  but  no  progress 
would  be  made  until  pharmacists  and 
manufacturers  came  to  an  understand- 
ing on  the  variety  of  cosmetic  shades 
available. 

Mr.  Kenneixy  said  that,  depending 
on  the  outcome  of  the  Poison  Council's 
recommendations  to  the  Minister,  ex- 
pensive alterations  might  have  to  be 
made  in  newly  reconstructed  pharmacies 
and  it  was  to  avoid  that  outcome  that 
he  had  recently  issued  a  warning  on  the 
display  of  poisons.  Pharmacists  were 
forced  to  make  use  of  self-selection  for 
cosmetics,  toiletries  and  photography, 
but  should  not  remove  all  counters. 

ISOTOPES  FOR  ALL 

Radiochemical  Centre  revisited 

THE  use  of  radioactive  isotopes  in 
medicine,  industry  and  research  is 
growing  year  by  year.  At  the  first  Press 
visit  for  five  years  to  the  Radiochemical 
Centre  at  Amersham,  Bucks,  Dr.  W.  P. 
Grove  (director  of  the  Centre)  told 
correspondents  "  Since  your  last  visit 
there  have  been  considerable  develop- 
ments of  our  work,  but  no  change  in 
our  purpose."  The  continuing  aim  of 
the  Centre,  said  Dr.  Grove,  was  to 
provide  a  good  supply  of  radioactive 
substances  (radioisotopes  and  their  de- 
rivatives), for  doctors,  industrialists  and 
research  workers  who  need  them  in  this 
country  and  abroad,  and  to  do  so  in  a 
businesslike  way  —  as  a  commercial 
enterprise  as  well  as  a  scientific  one. 
Five  years  ago  the  Centre  supplied  100 
different  isotopes — now  the  number  is 
180.  Two  of  the  most  interesting  new 


isotopes  are  technetium-99m  and 
americium-241.  The  former  is  coming 
into  use  in  medical  diagnosis  with  the 
technique  of  isotope  scanning  because 
it  permits  the  same  examination  to  be 
made  as  with  iodine-131,  but  with  only 
a  small  fraction  of  the  radiological 
dose  to  the  patient.  Americium-241  has 
a  number  of  industrial  applications. 
Correspondents  were  able  on  their  visit 
to  inspect  the  new  cyclotron,  which 
is  nearly  ready  for  operation.  The 
machine  is  the  first  one  of  its  kind 
to  be  designed  and  operated  solely 
for  making  radioisotopes.  There  has 
also  been  a  rapid  expansion  at  Amer- 
sham of  the  Centre's  range  of  labelled 
compounds.  Carbon-14  is  still  the  most 


important  isotope  for  tracer  expe 
ments,  with  about  400  compour 
listed.  Tritium  has  200  compoum 
against  the  forty  of  five  years  a' 
The  list  of  radioactive  products  nc 
numbers  around  2,000. 

The  scale  of  international  distributii 
of  radioisotopes  is  now  quite  larj 
continued  Dr.  Grove,  and  is  facilitate 
by  modern  communications.  Last  ye 
56,000  consignments  were  sent  o 
from  Amersham  and  Harwell,  destim 
for  eighty-five  countries.  Most  of  tho 
exports  went  by  air,  and  the  goods  a 
frequently  on  their  way  to  remote  pai 
of  the  world  within  twenty-four  hou 
of  a  cable  or  Telex  order  reachir 
Amersham.

Trade  in  Pharmaceuticals 

Sir, — In  reply  to  the  letter  of  Mr. 
Raymond  Hutchinson  (C.  &  D.,  April 
17)  I  would  like  to  put  what  I  under- 
stand to  be  the  official  view  of  the 
British  pharmaceutical  industry,  which 
is  that,  if  individual  countries  feel  it 
necessary  to  impose  controls  of  the  kind 
referred  to  in  the  E.E.C.  directives,  then 
it  is  highly  desirable  that  the  controls 
should  be  uniform.  When  there  is  uni- 
formity it  becomes  feasible  to  arrange 
that  a  product  acceptable  in  one  coun- 
try is  made  automatically  acceptable  in 
other  countries  without  the  need  for 
fresh  submissions  of  data.  As  we  all 
know,  preparations  are  being  made  for 
the  introduction  of  new  pharmaceutical 
legislation  in  this  country,  and  it  is 
hoped  that,  when  it  comes  into  effect, 
products  that  have  been  cleared  in  the 
United  Kingdom  can  be  accepted,  with- 
out burdensome  formalities,  by  Com- 
mon Market  and  other  countries  having 
licensing  controls.

As  a  small  but  expandinj 
firm  we  now  must  refuse  Mazola,  an< 
we  understand  that  one  of  the  bigge 
local  wholesale  chemists  has  also  hac 
to  refuse  stocking  the  line,  which  i« 
selling  steadily  through  pharmacies 
Now  it  will  be  almost  impossible  (ir. 
this  area  anyway)  for  a  chemist  to 
obtain  Mazola,  therefore  sales  of  a 
recognised  pharmacy  line  will  go  else- 
where. I  have  written  to  the  sal 
director  of  Brown  &  Poison,  Ltd.,  with- 
out getting  a  satisfactory  answer,  though 
a  member  of  their  staff  telephoned 
and  was  most  courteous  to  me.  I  sug- 
gested that  Mazola  should  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Dextrosol  list — that  would 
help  solve  the  problem — but  the  posi- 
tion seems  vague,  and  it  appears  that 
the  makers  do  not  particularly  mind 
where  Mazola  sells.  It  will  be  virtually 
"  killed "  by  pharmacists'  not  being 
able  to  obtain  it  from  their  wholesaler.

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"Financial  Interest "  at  What  Stage  ? 

hen  a  local  council  decides  to  develop  its  central  area 
r  promote  a  scheme  affecting  the  business  of  the  town, 
t  needs  help.  Members  of  the  council  itself  may  be 
inable  to  provide  such  help.  Shop  owners,  solicitors, 
ccountants  and  other  business  or  professional  people 
ho  are  elected  members  of  councils  face  so  many  pit- 
alls  in  voting  or  even  speaking  on  issues  in  which  they 
ight  have  a  financial  interest  that  the  path  of  silence 
as  become  the  safest  one  to  tread. 
A  recent  report  of  the  law  committee  (composed  of 
own  clerks)  of  the  Association  of  Municipal  Corpora- 
ions  quotes  a  letter  from  a  county  borough  council  that 
ad  sought  counsel's  opinion  on  a  situation  in  which 
alf  the  members  of  that  council's  appropriate  com- 
ittee  might  have  a  financial  interest  in  such  a  proposed 
scheme.  The  opinion  given  was  that  four  members  were 
disqualified,  including  a  solicitor  with  no  more  than  an 
expectation  of  conveyancing  work  from  a  regular  client 
and  an  accountant  who  gave  financial  advice  and  settled 
the  annual  accounts  for  a  small  business  in  the  area. 
Strict  interpretation  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1933, 
thus  limits  the  activities  of  members  who  might  have  a 
money  interest  in  a  scheme,  possibly  removing  some  of 
its  most  valuable  members  from  the  deliberations.  The 
Local  Government  (Pecuniary  Interest)  Act,  passed  only 
in  1964,  is  apparently  not  doing  much  to  clarify  the 
issue. 

The  difficulty,  of  course,  is  knowing  just  where  to 
draw  the  line.  It  would  clearly  be  wrong  that  someone 
on  the  council  with  an  interest  in  food  distribution 
should  discuss  and  vote  on  whether  municipally  operated 
supermarkets  should  be  introduced.  But  if  a  major 
town  development  scheme  is  under  discussion  there  is 
j  need  to  balance  any  financial  interest  a  member  might 
possibly  have  in  such  a  scheme  with  the  value  of  having 
an  experienced  businessman  to  put  his  point  of  view  and 
then  back  it  up  with  a  vote. 

Many  town  development  schemes  may  need  a  touch 
of  basic  common-sense,  which  may  be  lacking  because 
some  members  of  councils  remain  silent  through  fear  of 
being  accused  of  wanting  to  feather  their  own  nests.  By 
the  same  token,  many  a  businessman  who  could  do 
much  good  for  a  town  if  he  had  a  seat  in  the  council 
chamber  will  no  longer  enter  the  lists.  "  Why  should  I," 
asked  one  local  trader,  "when  I  am  gagged  by  the  law 
each  time  a  subject  of  importance  to  local  trade  comes 
up?  " 

What  is  called  for  is  not  a  new  law  but  some  rules 
for  determining  just  what  the  present  law  means.  One 


suggestion  is  that  the  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions 
should  make  a  statement  of  the  principles  he  would 
follow  in  assessing  the  issue  of  remoteness  or  insigni- 
ficance of  a  member's  financial  interest  in  a  subject. 

Tax  and  Travelling  Expenses 

The  Inland  Revenue  authorities  appear  to  be  tightening 
up  still  further  on  claims  for  expenses  incurred  in  con- 
nection with  a  taxpayer's  employment.  To  be  entitled 
to  a  deduction  it  is  becoming  necessary  for  the  tax- 
payer to  establish  that  the  expense  was  not  only 
"  wholly  and  exclusively,"  but  also  necessarily,  incurred 
because  of  the  employment.  In  a  recent  case  before 
the  courts  a  claim  in  relation  to  travelling  expenses 
was  considerably  reduced.  The  test,  it  seems,  was 
whether  the  taxpayer  would  have  incurred  the  expense 
in  question  if  he  had  had  to  find  the  money  out  of  his 
own  pocket.  That  test  will  equally  apply  whatever  the 
status  of  the  employee  might  be,  though  it  seems  that 
the  nature  and  extent  of  the  expense  will  vary  according 
to  the  status  of  the  taxpayer  in  his  particular  employ- 
ment. Thus  while,  for  a  higher  executive  who  is  re- 
quired to  make  an  important  and  urgent  call,  the  cost 
of  the  hire  of  a  chauffeur-driven  limousine  might  be 
allowed,  a  more  lowly  employee,  hiring  a  self-drive 
"  mini "  might  even  have  that  claim  disallowed  if  the 
journey  could  just  as  well  have  been  made  at  less  cost 
by  train ;  and  even  then  no  deduction  might  be  allowed 
for  the  extra  expense  of  travelling  first-class,  instead 
of  second-class,  by  train.  Regard  must  be  had,  in  each 
case,  to  the  purpose  of  the  journey,  the  speed  required 
for  the  occasion,  the  comparative  prices  of  alternative 
forms  of  transport  available,  and  the  status  of  the 
person  employed. 

"OPEN  SHOP" 

By  E.  C.  TENNER 
I  have  noted  with  considerable  concern  the  suggestion  of 
our  Editor  that  proposals  should  be  brought  forward  for 
more  stringent  standards  in  existing  pharmacies.  To  me 
this  savours  too  much  of  retrospective  legislation.  No  doubt 
most  of  us  in  retail  pharmacy  would  be  only  too  happy 
if  we  could  earn  an  assured  livelihood  by  engaging  only 
in  the  activities  mentioned  in  category  (I)  of  par.  19  of 
the  General  Practice  report,  but  the  facts  of  life  demand 
that  we  also  engage  ourselves  in  other  traditional  activi- 
ties, and  why  photography  and  perfumery  should  be  con- 
sidered more  traditional  than  say  wines  and  spirits  I  can- 
not understand.  Tradition  is  a  word  with  a  broad  mean- 
ing, and  as  a  final  thought  I  can  state  that  the  first  shop 
to  sell  paraffin  in  this  town  was  a  pharmacy,  and  there  is 
still  one  pharmacy  (run  by  a  pharmacist  for  whom  I  have 
the  greatest  admiration,  and  who  has  done  a  great  deal 
of  work  for  pharmacy)  engaged  in  the  sale  of  that  com- 
modity. Is  that  a  traditional  activity?

Apply  with  a  sponge  at  bed  time.  This  preparation  is  sold 
by  the  author,  in  bottles,  at  one  shilling  each.

•k     PHARMACEUTICAL  PROBLEMS  UNDER  APARTHEID  "k 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  during  recent  months  on 
coloured  "  immigration  "  and  "  integration."  So  far  as  phar- 
macy in  Britain  is  concerned  there  is  no  problem  yet,  but 
in  South  Africa  things  are  different,  as  might  well  be  ex- 
pected. Non-white  pharmacy  students  in  the  Western  Cape 
are  said  to  be  finding  it  difficult  to  get  apprenticed,  accord- 
ing to  a  spokesman  for  the  Cape  Western  Province  branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  because  hospitals  with  white 
staff  were  not  allowed  to  employ  non-whites,  and  non-white 
students  were  therefore  practically  restricted  to  one  (the 
Somerset)  hospital.  A  local  manufacturing  firm  had  taken 
its  full  quota  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  doing 
everything  in  its  power  to  help  the  students.  It  did  not  dis- 
criminate with  respect  to  race,  and  all  pharmacists  graduated 
with  the  same  qualifications.  "  The  position,"  he  added, 
"  regarding  retail  chemists  is  extremely  delicate.  There  is 
only  one  non-white  pharmacist,  who  has  so  far  not  agreed 
to  take  an  apprentice.  White  chemists  operating  in  non- 
white  areas  cannot  get  a  guarantee  from  the  group  areas 
board  that  they  will  not  lose  their  permits  to  non-white 
chemists  whom  they  train.  White  chemists  in  white  areas  are 
reluctant  to  employ  non-whites  because  of  the  prejudices  of 
their  customers.  But  the  problem  is  of  a  temporary  nature 
and  the  immediate  task  is  to  get  non-whites  trained."

Oral  Contraception  in  General  Practice

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


A  N  appeal  to  pharmacists  for  extreme  care  in  ensuring 
/V  that  their  names  and  addresses  appeared  on  all 
[1  scheduled  preparations  sold  by  them  was  made  at  a 
leeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
reland  held  in  Dublin  on  May  11.  The  registrar  (Mr.  J.  G. 
Coleman)  said  that  the  matter  was  of  "  the  utmost  impor- 
ance,"  pointing  out  that,  at  a  recent  court  hearing  at  which 
i  non-pharmacist  had  been  prosecuted  for  selling  a  s:he- 
luled  preparation,  the  defending  solicitor  had  said  he  was 
it  a  loss  to  know  what  all  the  fuss  had  been  about.  The 
iolicitor  had  shown  a  box  that  had  contained  codeine  com- 
xmnd  tablets,  saying  he  had  purchased  them  in  a  pharmacy 
ind  that  the  chemist  had  not  put  his  name  and  address  on 
L  After  holding  it  up  for  the  district  justice  to  see,  he  had 
jeen  in  the  act  of  returning  it  to  his  pocket,  when  the 
Society's  inspector  (Mr.  Cummins),  with  commendable  alert- 
less,  had  asked  if  the  name  and  address  were  not  on  the 
jottle  inside  the  carton.  The  solicitor  was  then  forced  to 
:oncede  that  the  necessary  particulars  were  inscribed  on 
the  bottle.  "  It  just  goes  to  show  how  essential  it  is  to  have 
the  name  and  address  appended.  It  they  had  not  been  on 
the  bottle  on  this  occasion  we  would  be  gravely  embar- 
rassed." The  registrar  added  that  it  should  not  be  necessary 
to  emphasise  that  pharmacists  must  meticulously  observe  all 
rules  and  regulations.  Mr.  R.  J.  Semple  said  that  some 
manufacturers  did  not  leave  enough  space  on  labels  for 
inserting  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller.  Commending 
Mr.  Cummins  on  his  quick  thinking  in  the  case  in  question, 
the  president  (Mr.  J.  P.  O'Donnell)  impressed  on  him  the 
necessity  of  pointing  out  to  pharmacists  that  they  were 
"  leaving  themselves  wide  open  "  if  they  did  not  observe  the 
regulations  closely  when  selling  controlled  preparations. 

Substitution  Warning 

A  letter  from  the  Irish  Drug  Association  pointed  out  the 
danger  of  substituting  lower-priced  imported  drugs  for  more 
expensive  branded  products.  Mr.  M.  F.  Walsh  suggested 
sending  a  memo  to  all  members  on  the  subject,  in  view 
of  what  had  happened  elsewhere.  It  was  imperative  there 
should  be  no  substitution  where  branded  products  were 
asked  for.  Serious  consequences  had  arisen  elsewhere  be- 
cause of  such  substitution,  and  pharmacists  should  be  on 
their  guard  to  ensure  it  did  not  occur  in  the  Republic.  "  We 
have  already  told  pharmacists  we  do  not  condone  substitu- 
j  tion,"  said  the  President,  adding  that,  while  pharmacists 
I  attached  to  dispensaries  had  also  been  made  aware  of  the 
Council's  views,  they  were  not  bound  to  act  on  instructions 
in  that  respect. 

The  Registrar  read  a  letter  stating  that  the  Medical 
Registration  Council,  at  a  statutory  meeting  on  May  4,  had 
adopted  the  following  amendments  to  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, 1963 : 

"Heparin — p.  354,  lines  5  and  6  from  foot:  Delete  "It  contains  not 
less  than  110  units  per  mg.,"  and  insert  "  It  is  prepared  from  (a)  the 
lungs  of  oxen  (heparin  (lung);  heparin  sodium  (lung))  or  (b),  the  intestinal 
mucosa  of  oxen,  pigs  or  sheep  (heparin  (mucous);  heparin  sodium 
(mucous));  heparin  lung)  contains  not  less  than  110  units  per  mg.  and 
heparin  (mucous)  contains  not  less  than  130  units  per  mg.,  both."  P.  355, 
Labelling:  after  "Manufacture"  insert  (3),  The  source  of  material  as 
"heparin  (lung)";  heparin  sodium  (lung)";  "heparin  (mucous)"  or 
"  heparin  sodium  (mucous)".  P.  355,  Dose:  Delete  "  in  accordance  with 
the  prothrombin  activity  of  the  blood."  P.  356,  Labelling:  After  "  manu- 
facture  "  insert  "  and  the  type  of  heparin  present."  P.  356,  Dose:  Delete 

In  accordance  with  the  prothrombin  activity  of  the  blood."  Appendix 
XV,  E. :  Biological  assay  of  heparin,  p.  1136:  Add  "In  the  biological 
assay  of  heparin  (mucous)  or  heparin  injection  prepared  from  heparin 
(mucous),  the  standard  preparation  used  is  heparin  of  mucous  origin, 
first  British  1964,  consisting  of  freeze-dried  heparin  from  the  intestinal 
mucosa  of  oxen  and  containing  118'4  units  in  1  mg.  (0-008446  mg.  contains 
1  unit).  It  is  dispensed  in  ampoules  containing  exactly  1,250  units." 

The  Department  of  Health,  in  a  reply  to  a  request  from 
the  Council  for  an  interview  with  officials  to  discuss  drug 
standards,  pointed  out  that  arrangements  would  be  made  so 


soon  as  possible  to  hold  the  meeting  though,  owing  to 
urgent  commitments  of  the  Department's  officers,  some 
weeks  might  elapse  before  arrangements  could  be  finalised. 
Messrs.  H.  P.  Corrigan,  D.  J.  Kennelly  and  M.  F.  Walsh 
were  appointed  visitors  to  the  Assistants'  examinations  due 
to  be  held  the  following  week. 

The  Registrar  reported  that  he  had  written  to  the  new 
Minister  for  Health  (Mr.  D.  O'Malley)  as  follows :  "I  am 
directed  by  the  president  to  express  the  satisfaction  of 
members  of  the  Society  on  learning  of  your  appointment  as 
Minister  for  Health  and  to  wish  you  a  fruitful  term  of 
office."  The  Minister  had  replied:  "I  much  appreciate  the 
expression  of  good  wishes  of  the  president  and  members  on 
my  appointment." 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Association  of  Importing 
Pharmaceutical  Manufacturers  requesting  a  meeting  with  the 
Council  to  discuss  the  question  of  the  importation  of  drugs 
of  doubtful  standard.  It  was  decided  that  the  matter  was 
outside  the  scope  of  the  Council's  activities. 

It  was  reported  that  Mr.  D.  W.  P.  Boyd  (director,  Post- 
graduate Education  Committee)  had  written  recalling  that 
almost  a  year  ago  a  deputation  had  waited  on  the  Council 
regarding  the  inadequate  arrangements  for  the  carrying  out 
of  executive  duties  in  connection  with  the  production  of 
post-graduate  courses. 

It  had  been  agreed  to  arrange  a  further  meeting  at  which 
difficulties  under  which  the  director  was  working  could  be 
further  discussed.  As  no  further  communication  had  been 
received  from  the  Council  on  the  subject  the  Committee 
were  anxious  to  know  when  they  might  expect  to  hear  from 
the  Council.  Messrs.  R.  J.  Power  and  T.  R.  Miller  said 
they  had  been  unable  to  attend  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Committee  as  it  had  clashed  with  a  Council  subcommittee 
meeting,  the  President  said  that  no  apologies  were  needed. 
He  often  wondered  how  members  were  able  to  devote  them- 
selves so  much  to  the  work  of  the  Council.  The  position 
was  that  a  member  could  not  attend  properly  to  his  own 
pharmacy  with  all  the  demands  the  Council  was  making  on 
his  time.  Mr.  Walsh  said  the  Committee  were  anxious 
to  receive  the  full  encouragement  of  the  Council  in  their 
undertakings.  They  did  not  wish  to  feel  that  they  might  be 
working  in  a  vacuum.  Mr.  Boyd  wished  to  know  if  facilities 
could  be  provided  for  filing  documents  and  other  corres- 
pondence. In  reply  to  Mr.  R.  I.  Power,  the  Registrar 
said  there  was  no  space  left  in  the  College  for  the  keeping 
of  Committee  records.  He  told  Mr.  D.  J.  Kennelly,  who 
asked  if  some  accommodation  could  be  provided  in  an  attic, 
that  all  available  space  had  been  given  over  to  the  College 
staff.  It  was  agreed  that  the  registrar  should  meet  Mr.  Boyd 
and  discuss  the  difficulties  with  him. 

Disquiet  Over  Veterinary  Sales 

Arising  out  of  the  Law  Committee  report,  Mr.  Power 
spoke  of  disquiet  at  the  volume  of  direct  sales  of  various 
veterinary  preparations  to  farmers.  If  pharmacists  were  con- 
templating that  type  of  activity  it  was  advisable  that  they 
should  be  informed  that  the  Council  intended  issuing  a 
statement  on  the  dangers  inherent  in  selling  or  supplying 
therapeutic  substances  by  any  means  other  than  in  a  phar- 
macy or  with  the  advice  of  a  pharmacist.  A  member  wrote 
that  it  had  come  to  his  notice  that  a  controlled  preparation 
had  been  posted  by  a  wholesaler  direct  to  a  farmer  in  his 
area  on  the  instructions  of  a  local  health  authority.  The 
registrar  was  directed  to  protest  to  the  Department  of 
Health  in  the  strongest  terms  concerning  that  "  flagrant 
breach "  of  the  Control  of  Sales  Regulations.  Messrs. 
Kennelly  and  Costello  referred  to  instances  of  medicines 
being  posted  from  dispensaries  to  patients,  Mr.  Kennelly 
saying  that  the  practice  was  more  widespread  than  many 
pharmacists  thought.   In  the  opinion  of   Mr.  Cashman 
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the  development  was  bringing  the  Society  into  ridicule. 
Unless  something  were  done  about  it  the  whole  structure  of 
poisons  control  would  be  suspect.  "  The  Department  cannot 
play  around  with  the  law  in  this  manner,  with  one  section 
observing  the  regulations  and  another  privileged  section 
not  doing  so."  Mr.  Loughman  pointed  out  that  it  was  also 
objectionable  from  the  public's  point  of  view  in  that  it  took 
three  days  to  mail  requirements  through  a  dispensary.  An 
appeal  was  made  to  all  pharmacists  to  do  everything  they 
could  to  secure  the  election  to  the  Seanad  of  the  Council's 
nominee,  Mr.  M.  J.  Mulreany.  Mr.  Walsh  urged  pharma- 
cists to  make  personal  canvasses  in  their  areas  for  that 
purpose.  They  owed  that  duty  not  merely  to  Mr.  Mulreany 
but  to  pharmacy.  On  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Loughman  it 
was  decided  to  write  to  secretaries  of  local  associations  ask- 
ing them  to  organise  a  personal  canvass  for  Mr.  Mulreany. 

Membership  Trends 

The  Registrar  reported  that  a  research  conducted  by  the 
assistant  registrar  (Mr.  Cahill)  had  established  that,  of  the 
2,061  pharmacists  at  present  on  the  register,  151  were  over 
the  age  of  sixty-five,  leaving  a  net  active  membership  of 
1,910.  On  that  basis  it  was  assumed  that,  by  1970,  130 
would  have  retired.  Allowing  for  an  intake  of  125.  that 
would  then  leave  1,905  on  the  register.  At  a  similar  retire- 
ment and  intake  rate  there  would  be  1,020  net  active  mem- 
bers on  the  register  in  the  year  2,000.  Mr.  Walsh  thanked 
the  registrar  and  Mr.  Cahill  for  a  fine  compilation. 

The  Registrar  read  out  a  letter  he  had  sent  to  the  Min- 
ister for  Health  urging  the  desirability  of  making  use  of 
community  pharmacies  in  any  comprehensive  health  scheme. 
Members  paid  tribute  to  the  skilful  manner  in  which  the 
pharmacists'  case  had  been  presented. 

The  Registrar  said  he  had  received  an  acknowledgment 
from  the  commissioner  of  the  gardai  of  a  letter  notifying 
the  forging  of  prescriptions.

The  new  edition  follows  closely  the  pattern  of  its  pre- 
decessor, though  the  order  of  some  sections  has  been 
changed.  About  3,200  entries  are  included  in  the  buyers' 
guide  section,  which  covers  containers  and  closures, 
materials,  packaging  machinery  and  equipment,  and  ser- 
vices. Other  sections  list  trade  names,  companies'  names 
and  addresses,  organisations,  associations,  etc. 

Diabetes 

K.  c.  hutchin,  W.  &  G.  Foyle,  Ltd.,  119  Charing  Cross 
Road,  London,  W.C.2.  7  x  41  in.  Pp.  96.  4s. 
After  a  historical  survey,  first  of  diabetes  and  its  causes, 
and  then  of  the  discovery  of  insulin,  the  book  (an  addition 
to  the  Foyle's  Health  Handbooks  series)  devotes  chapters 
to  detection  and  diagnosis  of  the  condition,  emphasising  the 
desirability  of  early  treatment.  A  description  of  insulin 
treatments  in  both  adults  and  children  is  followed  by  brief 
references  to  drugs  used  orally  and  to  dietary  treatment. 
Chapters  on  diabetes  in  women  and  in  old  age  conclude 
the  book.  Now  that  strengths  of  40  units /mil  and  80  u/mil 
are  so  widely  used  it  seems  a  pity  that  they  should  be 
described  as  "  double-strength "  and  quadruple  strength  " 
respectively.  Such  descriptions  can  cause  confusion. 

Bailey's  "Industrial  Oil  and  Fat  Products" 

D.  swern  (editor).  John  Wiley  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Glen 
House,  Stag  Place,  London,  S.W.I.  Third  edition. 
9|  X  6  in.  Pp.  xiii  +  1103.  189s. 
Oil  and  fat  technologists  will  welcome  a  new  edition  of 
what  has  now  become  a  standard  work,  particularly  as 
responsibility  for  its  production  has  been  in  the  hands  of 
such  a  distinguished  exponent  as  Dr.  D.  Swern.  The  editor, 
who  has  himself  revised  a  major  part  of  the  book,  is  sup- 
ported in  the  remaining  fields  by  a  strong  team  in  K.  F.

BOOKS 

of  "  Bailey "  has  been  faithfully  retained,  but  since  the 
second  edition  appeared  in  1951  many  branches  of  the 
subject  have  developed  notably — in  particular  knowledge 
of  surface-active  agents,  of  glyceride  structure  and  composi- 
tion of  natural  oils,  of  physical  properties  and  of  certain 
industrial  processes  such  as  hydrogenation,  refining,  bleach- 
ing and  deodorisation.  Many  new  references  up  to  1963 
are  included  but,  as  the  editor  justly  comments,  modern 
information  on  technological  processes  is  often  difficult 
to  obtain  and  evaluate.  As  is  only  to  be  expected,  "  Bailey  " 
is  primarily  of  value  to  the  American  industrialist.  Emphasis 
throughout  is  on  American  usage,  legislation,  methods  of 
quality  and  process  control  and  raw  materials.  Literature 
references,  moreover,  are  heavily  biased  in  favour  of 
American  contributions.  Part  1  (Nature  of  oils  and  fats), 
takes  into  account  important  recent  work  on  glyceride 
structure.  More  detailed  attention  might  have  been  given  to 
the  rapidly  developing  methodology,  which  has  provided 
the  new  data.  Spectroscopic  techniques,  apart  from  ultra- 
violet spectroscopy,  are  hardly  noted,  nor  is  differential 
thermal  analysis.  Part  2  (Raw  materials  for  oil  and  fat 
products),  deals  at  length  with  that  aspect  but  also  includes 
chapters  on  the  products  themselves.  The  accounts  of 
individual  oils  and  fats  are  useful.  In  "  Soap  and  Other 
Surface-active  Agents,"  A.  J.  Stirton  has  had  to  face  the 
problem  of  how  far  to  go  into  the  complexities  of  the 
synthetic  detergent  field.  A  useful  new  feature  is  a  tabula- 
tion of  fifty  classified  types  of  synthetic  surface-active 
materials  with  formulae,  uses  and  trade  names.  On  the 
other  hand  there  seems  to  have  been  little  new  to  report 
in  the  field  of  soap  technology.  One  would  have  expected 
the  author  to  have  found  more  to  say  about  developments 
in  germicidal  soaps  and  shampoo  formulation.  The  new 
edition  is  well  produced,  both  printing  and  paper  being 
improvements  on  the  second  edition.  References  are  now 
at  the  end  of  chapters,  not  as  footnotes.  Errors  must  be 
exceptionally  few.  The  reviewer  has  noted  only  one — 
"  monounsaturated "  (p.  1012,  1.13)  should  read  "  diun- 
saturated."— B.J.F.H.

AN  UPSURGE  IN  CAPSULE  CAPACITY 

New  automatic  machinery  for  mass  output  at  Basingstoke 


SINCE  Eli  Lilly  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  installed 
it  Basingstoke,  Hants,  four  fully  auto- 
natic  Colton  machines,  their  capacity 
!or  producing  hard  gelatin  capsules  has 
ncreased  by  760  millions  to  around 
14,000  millions  a  year.  Previously  pro- 
duction was  on  semi-automatic  ma- 
rines, now  reserved  for  runs  of  less 
han  2  millions. 

Production  of  gelatin  capsules  at  Bas- 
ngstoke  began  in  1951,  when  twelve 
nachines  were  installed,  each  with  a 
:apacity  of  four  million  capsules  per 
nonth.  Four  similar  machines  have 
since  been  added,  all  working  twenty- 
bur  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week 
md  producing  700  million  capsules  a 
rear  in  a  variety  of  colours  and  sizes, 
[he  second  plant,  housing  the  Colton 
nachines,  and  involving  a  capital  in- 
vestment of  more  than  £500,000,  went

into  production  in  September  1964. 
One  third  of  the  production  is  used  by 
Messrs.  Lilly  for  their  own  specialities 
— barbiturates,  antibiotics,  analgesics, 
etc. — and  the  remainder  is  sold  to  other 
pharmaceutical  companies  in  England 
and  to  users  in  Europe  and  the  Middle 
East. 

The  increased  output  reflects  a  grow- 
ing popularity  of  the  gelatin  capsule  as 
a  precise  and  attractive  method  of  ad- 
ministering drugs.  The  gelatin  film,  thin 
but  strong,  dissolves  consistently  and 
rapidly;  unpleasant  flavours  of  certain 
drugs  are  masked;  and  many  people 
find  capsules  easier  to  swallow. 

The  amount  of  pharmaceutical  grade 
gelatin  used  every  month  at  Basing- 
stoke is  around  12  tons.  In  the  manu- 
facture of  coloured  capsules  only  dyes 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  use  in  food  and  drugs  are  utilised 
(for  export  markets  dyes  approved  by 
the  country  concerned). 

Successful  manufacture  of  gelatin 
capsules  demands  air  conditions  con- 
trolled to  a  closeness  of  0-5°  F.  and 
a  relative  humidity  range  of  0-5  per 
cent.  At  Basingstoke  the  air  in  the 
works  is  changed  every  six  to  eight 
minutes;  90  per  cent,  of  it  is  recircula- 
ted and  the  balance  made  up  with 
fresh  intake. 

The  capsule  machine  consists  of 
essentially  a  dipping  pan  unit  holding 
an  aqueous  solution  of  gelatin;  a  drying 
kiln;  and  an  automatic  unit  for  strip- 
ping, cutting  and  joining  the  capsules. 
Steel  pins  mounted  on  steel  bars  dip 


into  the  molten  gelatin.  The  pins  are 
of  two  types — cap  and  body — and  are 
made  in  seven  sizes.  The  pins  are  made 
to  precision  limits  and  the  gelatin  is  at 
a  controlled  viscosity  and  temperature. 
The  dipped  pins  emerge  and  rotate  in 
a  current  of  air  to  ensure  an  even  dis- 
tribution of  the  cast  film  before 
advancing  into  drying  kilns. 

After  controlled  drying  the  caps  and 
bodies  are  automatically  stripped  from 
the  pins,  cut  to  size,  joined  and  ejected 
as  complete  two-piece  capsules.  The 
stripped  bars  of  pins  pass  through  a 
mechanism  that  cleans  and  lubricates 


Before  dispatch,  samples  from  every  capsule 
batch  are  checked  under  practical  conditions 
on  a  completely  automatic  filling  machine  of  a 
type  popular  on  the  Continent. 
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the  pins  before  the  next  cycle  of  opera- 
tions begins  with  another  dipping. 

Throughout  manufacture  the  physical 
dimensions  of  the  capsules  (wall  thick- 
ness, length  of  cap  and  body  and  over- 
all joined  length)  are  closely  controlled 
with  gauges.  For  the  double  wall  thick- 
ness at  the  cut  edge  a  tolerance  of  only 
0-0005  in.  is  allowed,  and  it  is  rigidly 
maintained.  Otherwise  handling  in  the 
automatic  machines  used  for  powder 
or  granule  filling  is  made  difficult. 
During  manufacture,  regular  checks  are 
made  for  colour  match,  blemishes  or 
defective  capsules,  to  enable  prompt 
corrections  or  adjustments  to  be  made 
to  the  machine. 

Finally  every  capsule  is  inspected 
visually  by  a  team  of  female  sorters, 
who  discard  any  with  faults  such  as 
air  bubbles,  splits,  specks,  dented  ends, 
poor  trimming,  etc.  During  the  inspec- 
tion the  capsules  pass  over  illuminated 
plates  at  speeds  varying  from  20,000 
to  100,000  capsules  per  hour.  Even  the 
inspection  is  inspected  for,  so  to  ensure 
a  high  standard  of  sorting  random 
samples  for  quality  control  are  taken 


from  every  can  of  capsules  produced. 

To  give  capsuled  specialities  of  the 
company  an  identity  they  are  given  a 
distinctive  imprint  using  an  edible  ink. 
The  name  of  the  product  or  firm  is 
inscribed  by  an  off-set  printing  process 
on  the  empty  capsule.  After  sorting 
and  printing,  capsules  are  packed  in 
polythene-lined  fibre  drums  for  dis- 
patch either  to  customers  or  to  filling 
machines  of  the  company. 

In  addition  to  the  manufacturing 
units  there  is  at  Basingstoke  a  capsule 
research  and  development  unit  estab- 
lished to  carry  on  development  work 
on  Stacker  bar  machines  and  tech- 
niques. The  company's  overseas  affili- 
ates benefit  from  improvements  made, 
and  engineering  and  other  specialised 
personnel  from  Basingstoke  are  avail- 
able to  them  for  "  trouble  shooting." 
The  department  houses  an  experimental 
machine  that  operates  in  widely  variable 
controlled  conditions  of  relative  humi- 
dity and  temperature.  Work  on  dye 
formulas  and  study  of  foodstuff  dyes 
permitted  throughout  the  world  are 
also  within  the  province  of  the  unit. 


DRUGS  AND  UTERUS:  ARROW  POISONS 

Two  University  of  London  special  lectures 


TWO  lectures,  one  in  pharmacology, 
the  other  in  pharmacognosy,  were 
given  by  Professor  Finn  Sandberg 
(Royal  School  of  Pharmacy,  Stock- 
holm) at  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Uni- 
versity of  London,  May  6  and  7. 

The  pharmacological  topic  was  "  The 
action  of  drugs  on  the  human  uterus." 
Whilst  working  in  Rome  with  Daniel 
Bovet,  Professor  Sandberg  became  in- 
terested in  some  synthetic  analogues 
of  the  ergot  alkaloids — simpler  com- 
pounds that  nevertheless  had  a  pro- 
nounced oxytocic  activity  both  in  vitro 
and  in  vivo  on  the  uteri  of  various 
species  of  laboratory  animals.  On  his 
return  to  Sweden  he  carried  out  clini- 
cal trials  with  two  of  those  substances 
(code-named  621  IS  and  1062  IS)  and 
obtained,  to  his  surprise,  an  almost 
completely  negative  result  with  par- 
turient women.  That  led  him  to  carry 
out  in  vitro  tests  on  muscle  taken  from 
human  uteri  in  hysterectomy  and 
Caesarean  section.  Four  drugs  were 
tested:  621  IS  and  1062  IS  from  Bovet's 
laboratory;  PH  261,  a  drug  synthesised 
by  D.  K.  de  Jongen  of  Amsterdam; 
and  Methergin,  a  well-studied  oxytoxic 
substance,  to  act  as  a  control.  The 
factors  investigated  were  incidence  of 
response,  change  in  pattern  of  the  eight 
distinguishable  types  of  motility  found 
in  uterine  muscle,  tonus,  and  frequency, 
amplitude  and  amplitude  maximum  of 
contractions.  The  results  were  com- 
pared with  the  effect  of  in  vivo  admin- 
istration at  the  beginning  of  the  third 
stage  of  labour.  Records  of  duration 
of  the  third  stage  and  blood  loss 
showed  Methergin  and  PH  261  to  have 
beneficial  effects  in  vivo  which  correla- 
ted with  the  in  vitro  experiments.  The 
speaker  concluded  that  one  could  infer 
validly  for  oxytocic  drugs  from  an  in 
vitro  experiment  to  an  in  vivo  effect 
only  in  the  same  species  of  animals. 
That,  he  said,  must  be  borne  in  mind 
in  screening  tests. 

Professor  Sandberg  then  briefly  re- 
viewed the  effects  of  oxytocin,  vaso- 


pressin, D-sparteine  and  retamine,  and 
spasmolytics  such  as  papaverin,  atro- 
pine and  pethidine.  Retamine  was  the 
only  substance  showing  an  oxytocic 
effect  in  the  corpus  and  an  inhibitory 
effect  in  the  isthmus  of  the  uterus. 

He  then  mentioned  three  new  sub- 
stances that  had  been  isolated  by  Pro- 
fessor Bergstrom  at  the  Karolinska  In- 
stitutet  in  Stockholm  from  human 
seminal  plasma.  They  were  the  pro- 
staglandins El,  E2  and  E3  being,  re- 
spectively, the  mono-,  di-  and  trienoic 
versions  of  the  C-20  prostanoic  acid. 
The  physiological  mixture  of  the  three 
in  vitro  had  been  shown  to  relax  the 
uterus  itself,  but  to  cause  the  Fallopian 
tubes  to  contract  proximal  ly  and  to 
relax  elsewhere.  It  was  suggested  that 
that  greatly  assisted  fertilisation,  since 
cervical  fluid  was  drawn  into  the  relaxed 
uterus,  together  with  spermatozoa, 
whilst  the  ovum  was  drawn  into  the 
relaxed  mid-portion  of  the  Fallopian 
tube.  The  proximal  contraction  pre- 
vented  the   passage    of   too   great  a 


number  of  spermatozoa.  In  vivo  studii 
were  being  carried  out,  but  no  ui 
ambiguous  results  were  yet  availabL 
tritium-labelled  prostaglandin  hai 
however,  been  shown  to  be  absorbe 
when  administered  to  the  posterk 
vaginal  fornix. 

In    his    second    lecture,  Profess 
Sandberg    surveyed    the  geographic 
distribution  of  the  many  plants  fro 
which  arrow  poisons  can  be  extracte 
together  with  an  account  of  the  che~ 
cal  constitution  of  the  compounds  gi 
ing  the  extracts  their  toxic  propertie. 
Arrow  poisons,  he  said,  were  numei 
ous   and   diverse,   and   although  on 
naturally  thought  of  the  curare  grou; 
there  were  many  other  alkaloid  ex 
tracts  equally  useful  to  the  primitiv 
hunter.  Mistletoe  contained  five  visco 
toxins,  which  were  polypeptides  witl 
known    structure    and    a  molecula: 
weight  of  about  9,000.  Various  aconite 
species    growing    in    Europe  yieldec 
arrow  poisons  to  the  Gauls,  as  was 
mentioned  by  Pliny.  The  protoveratrins 
extractable  from  veratrum  album,  alsd 
used  by  the  Gauls,  had  a  hypotensive 
effect.  Aconites  grew  all  across  Europe 
and  Asia  so  far  as  the  Himalayas; 
yielding  arrow  poisons  in  Nepal  an 
Sikkim.   In   Malaya,  Antiaris  species 
took  over,  notably  the  Upas  tree.  The 
cardiotonic  effect  of  the  extract  had 
been  described  by  Kolliker  in  1857, 
and  the  constituents  had  been  char- 
acterised   by    various    workers.  The 
Strychnos  genus  was  widely  distributed 
with  great  qualitative  and  quantitative 
variation    in    alkaloid    content.  The 
Malayan  species,  other  than  the  well 
known  Str.  nux  vomica,  were  all  used 
as  arrow  poisons  and  all  contained 
strychnine.     In     French  Equatorial 
Africa,  the  Strychnos  species  contained 
mainly   vomicine    and  pseudo-strych- 
nine,   and   in   South   America  three 
Strychnos   species   were   used   in  the 
preparation    of    calabash-curare  (al- 
though  Chondodendron   species  were 
also  used). 

Professor  Sandberg  concluded  by 
drawing  attention  to  the  fact  that 
muscle  relaxant  effects  are  mainly 
found  in  alkaloids  containing  quatern- 
ary nitrogen,  whereas  tonic  convulsions 
are  caused  by  tertiary  nitrogen-con- 
taining molecules.

THE  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contrac- 
tors) Committee  at  its  April  meeting  in 
London  unanimously  re-elected  Mr. 
H.  G.  Moss  Chairman  and  Mr.  G.  T.  M. 
David  Vice-chairman  for  the  year. 
New  members  of  the  committee 
(Messrs.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst,  J.  Reed 
and  J.  M.  T.  Ross)  were  welcomed,  and 
the  review  procedure  necessary  to  bring 
present  N.H.S.  remuneration  up  to  date 
was  considered.  Preliminary  discussions 
with  the  industrial  consultants  were  re- 
ported upon,  and  a  further  meeting  be- 
tween representatives  of  the  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee  and  officers  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  was  arranged.  The 
Committee  decided  to  make  a  further 
approach  to  the  Ministry  on  its  refusal 
to  accept  the  Committee's  representa- 
tions that  the  special  interim  payment 


should  be  increased.  A  reply  was 
awaited  to  representations  that  the 
container  allowance  should  be  increased 
to  take  account  of  the  higher  cost  of 
glass  containers. 

The  register  of  rural-area  pharmacies 
was  reported  virtually  complete,  and  it 
was  agreed  to  seek  a  meeting  with  offi- 
cers of  the  Ministry  to  make  the  neces- 
sary arrangements  for  implementing 
payment  of  the  subsidy.  To  solve  a 
problem  that  had  arisen  in  regard  to 
dispensing  doctors  in  North  Wales  it 
was  decided  that  the  Clerk  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  concerned  should  be 
asked  to  meet  the  chairman  and  the 
secretary. 

It  was  decided  to  make  further  repre- 
sentations on  retrospective  payments  for 
the  oxygen  service.

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HOSPITAL  in-patients  with  gastric 
ulcer  have  nothing  to  gain  frojn  the 
administration  of  Biogastrone  (disodium 
salt  of  carbenoxolone),  according  to 
workers  in  Sydney,  Australia.  In  a 
double-blind  trial  on  thirty-one  patients 
they  found  that  comparable  improve- 
ment (judged  radiologically)  occurred 
in  both  the  group  on  Biogastrone  and 
another  group  on  a  "  ddmmy  "  tablet. 
Treatment  was  carried  on  for  three 
weeks,  and  patients  were  given  bed  rest, 
and  advised  to  stop  smoking  and  to 
avoid  known  dietary  irritants.  Antacids 
and  anticholinergic  therapy  were  pre- 
scribed as  desired.  The  trial  confirmed 
the  "  natural  healing  tendency "  of 
gastric  ulcer.  (Lancet,  May  15,  p.  1030.) 

The  effects  of  chloroquine  in  patients 
with  symptomatic  porphyria  (a  metabo- 
lic disorder  in  which  porphyrin  is  re- 
tained in  the  tissues)  have  been  exa- 
mined by  workers  in  South  Africa. 
Porphyrin  excretion  in  the  urine  was 
found  to  be  markedly  increased  but  its 
origin  is  attributed  to  release  from  the 
liver,  there  being  clinical  and  bio- 
chemical evidence  of  liver  damage.  That 
evidence  of  hepatic  dysfunction  argues 
against  the  use  of  chloroquine  in  the 
condition,  conclude  the  authors.  (B.M.J. , 
May  15,  p.  1281.) 


100  mgm.  of  ametazole  hydrochloride 
(Histalog)  may  usefully  be  substituted 
for  0-04  mgm. /kilo  of  histamine  acid 
phosphate  in  the  determination  of  one- 
hour  maximum  gastric  acid  outputs, 
concludes  a  new  Zealand  worker.  Ad- 
vantages are  fewer  side  effects,  reduced 
likelihood  of  errors  in  dosage,  and  the 
lack  of  necessity  for  an  antihistaminic 
drug.  The  findings  are  based  on  dupli- 
cate gastric  analyses  in  twenty  patients. 
(B.M.J. ,  May  15,  p.  1287.) 

Three  case  histories  of  patients  ap- 
parently cured  of  recurrent  cholangitis 
(inflammation  of  the  bile  ducts)  by  four- 
week  courses  of  antibiotics,  are  given 
by  a  Bradford  consultant.  Drugs  used 
in  two  cases  were  tetracyclines,  but 
these  failed  in  the  third  case,  a  combi- 
nation of  penicillin  and  streptomycin 
being  effective.  (B.M.J.,  May  15,  p. 
1288.) 

In  a  preliminary  communication,  a 
Swedish  worker  suggests  that  any  im- 
pairment of  liver  function  from  the  use 
of  oral  contraceptives  is  the  result  of 
synergism  between  the  cestrogenic  and 
progestogenic  steroid  components.  He 
thinks  it  may  therefore  be  advisable  in 
long-term  treatment,  such  as  endo- 
metriosis, to  use  the  progestogenic  hor- 
mone alone.  (B.M.J.,  May  15,  p.  1289.)
